Yearling Market Prospect 


URF commentators, whether speaking in pub- 

lic or in private, have shown a notable and 
sensible reticence in airing their views on the 
probable state of the yearling market as it will 
be revealed at Lexington next month. They are 
discreet for obvious reasons. There are too 
many unknown factors for them to relish jeop- 
ardizing their reputations by trying to anticipate 
the result. A devastating war is on. Racing, like 
everything else, has been disrupted to a degree. 
The sales have been shifted from their tradition- 
al base at Saratoga to the breeding center at Lex- 
ington, which is far removed from any important 
center of current racing. The schedule and ar- 
rangement of the auctions have been changed 
radically. Under such conditions discreet silence 
is understandable. So THE BLOOD-HORSE predicts 
a market at Lexington definitely better than the 
market at Saratoga last year. 

In August 1942 a total of 480 yearlings sold at 
Saratoga for an average of $1,001, with five re- 
sales excluded from consideration. Except for 
the depression year of 1932 it was the lowest 
average since the Fasig-Tipton Company estab- 
lished its annual auctions at the New York resort 
city. For the first time in the 26-year history of 
the sales, there was no bid as high as $10,000. 
Only nine yearlings reached $5,000, the lowest 
proportion ever. 

A portion of the responsibility for the decline 
of prices at Saratoga may be assigned to the 
fact that the sales there had become less selective, 
had been used to dispose of culled-out stock from 
large nurseries and stock of moderate credentials 
from the less critical market breeders. But there 
is no question that last year’s market was a bad 
one-—-just plain bad. It was a poor market, as 
we see it, because of (1) overproduction; (2) the 
overemphasis on claiming races, which created a 
market for ‘ready’ horses of moderate or cheap 
class, destroyed the market for longer-term in- 
vestments in yearlings; (3) fear for the future 
of racing; (4) the difficulty of obtaining good 
stable help; (5) the unhappy state of the war at

that time; and (6) unsettled prospects for war- 
time taxes. 

It was, and still is, our impression that the first 
two of these reasons were primarily responsible 
for the depressed state of the yearling market, 
because prices had been steadily on the downgrade 
for five years before the war caught up with the 
United States, and because war does not tend to 
depress, but to inflate, prices. The other reasons 
given were sufficient to accelerate the rate of 
decline; they represented, we think, the full im- 
pact of the war. 

What is the situation now? Let us consider 
the more important points briefly. 

(1) The 1942 yearlings represented, we hope, 
the peak of overproduction. They were selected 
from a total of 6,784 foals of 1941. Registered 
in 1942 were 6,352 foals. Reduction of breeding 
has begun at last, though the race tracks are 
now beginning to subsidize a move to prevent 
this wholesome adjustment to supply and demand. 

(2) The claiming problem is not being settled, 
but it is at last being considered. And there is a 
healthy new competition for good-class horses 
which suggests that improvement will come 
naturally. 

(3) Fears for racing have been realized to some 
extent, through cancellations in Florida, Mary- 
land, Delaware, and New Hampshire. But tracks 
have acquitted themselves well in making adjust- 
ments to war needs, and prospects are consider- 
ably better than a year ago. 

(4) Help is even harder to get than last year, 
and expenses are higher. But this is a wind not 
altogether ill. It costs no more, and is no more 
trouble, to care for a good horse than a poor one. 
The trend today among owners must be toward 
fewer horses and better ones. 

(5) The war looks vastly more in our favor. 

(6) The tax program is fixed; it’s stiff but not 
frightening. Anyway it’s a high-hearted country 
we live in. 

We have gained more than we have lost. If the 
yearling market fails to bear evidence of the fact, 
then the clutch is slipping.

Generalities for Breeders 


F late I have been receiving more than the 

average number of letters from breeders with 
questions which might be boiled down to something 
like this: ‘“‘What, exactly, are you trying to tell 
us?” The questions take various forms, of course. 
One wants to know if I really mean to contend 
that racing class is the only guide to a brood- 
mare’s probable worth, and that pedigrees have 
no importance at all. Another inquires whether 
it has ever occurred to me that feeding, accidents, 
the comparative skill of trainers, and such other 
environmental factors are of great importance in 
the fortunes of the individual horse. Another 
wonders how I can ignore conformation—or do I? 
And still another wants to know how he can use, 
for the best results, the annual series Thorough- 
bred Sires and Dams, published by THE BLOOD- 
HORSE. And so on. 

In part these challenges and questions are 
probably meant to determine whether I’m as 
crazy as the readers sometimes suspect. But in 
the main they reflect, I think, a growing interest 
in the breeder’s perennial problem of selection, a 
problem which is acute just now because of 
low bloodstock values and because of wartime 
shrinkage in racing activities. ‘lhe necessity of 
culling out their worst stock lies heavily on the 
minds of many breeders, and they would not hesi- 
tate to reduce their operations if only they could 
form a fairly clear idea of which horses are the 
worst breeding prospects. Hence they grasp at 
any straw—even if it is only a man who writes a 
column in a magazine. 

But even a straw must take its obligations 
seriously these days. So, in order to clear up 
some of the confusion and to indicate such gen- 
eralizations as seem possible, I shall attempt a 
condensation of what I shall call, not very modest- 
ly, broad general principles, as they appear from 
this point of view. 

If I catch some of my readers grinning over the 
prospect of what I am about to do to myself, 
there will be no hurt feelings in tnis corner. The 
whole science of genetics is a jungle of confusion 
and ignorance, with only a few clearings around 
the edges; and the deepest, darkest, most tangled 
part of the jungle is the heredity of the race 
horse. There, instead of trying to find out things 
by investigating them on some basis of common 
sense and mathematics, we have wasted the better 
part of three centuries trying to conjure up sys- 
tems based upon nothing any more indicative than 
the witches’ broth composed of newt’s eye, frog’s 
toe, and similar ingredients. And even when we 
settle down to looking for the things that are im- 
portant, applying the most enlightened methods 
available, we find that the going is still very 
tough. In short, we don’t know much. So I shall 
not be embarrassed by the possibility that my 
own share of the common fund of ignorance is 
placed on display. And the one among you who 
is without ignorance may cast the first stone. 

One of these days, if enough of us work hard 
enough on the problem, we shall be able to make 
estimates of breeding value and we shall know to 
what extent the estimates are dependable. But 


that is all we can do; we cannot eliminate chance, 
for that is what the game is made of.

Heredity and Environment 


N the first place, let us admit that “breeding” — 

the sum of what we can know about a horse 
before it is conceived—is not the only thing which 
determines its degree of success or failure as a 
racer or producer. Let us admit further that we 
cannot even estimate accurately the proportional 
influences of heredity and environment. This is 
a philosophical and mathematical problem of ex- 
treme complexity, and if you like your reading on 
the heavy side I suggest that you take up the 
study. But if you want to have any time left 
over for deciding upon a policy of your own, just 
make the assumption that a great many horses 
grow up with a rough-hewn equality of environ- 
ment, that an indefinite number are hampered by 
accidents, malnutrition, deformities, inexpert 
handling, etc., and base your conclusions, as much 
as possible, upon those which “had a chance.” 

The selection of breeding stock can be compared 
with the problem of a traveler in a strange land 
which has many crossroads, only a few signposts, 
and no maps. The first crossroad is that of hered- 
ity and environment. In judging an individual 
stallion or mare, he must first guess the relative 
influences of heredity and environment in de-

termining the horse's record. Here the predict- 
ability is weakened for the first time, simply be- 
cause a guess or estimate must be made. 


Figuring the Odds 


N breeding horses, as in throwing dice, tossing 
pennies, or buying insurance, we are not deal- 

ing with certainties but with uncertainties. These 
uncertainties sometimes have a way of arranging 
themselves into neat patterns. The patterns are 
called probabilities. In the case of tossing a 
penny, the odds are always even, heads or tails. 
In the case of dice, the highest probability is for 
a throw of seven, which will happen one time in 
six. In the case of horse breeding how do we 
figure the odds? There’s the whole problem. 
We cannot say of any one mating that the result 
will be good, bad, indifferent, terrible, or terrific. 
We can only figure the odds. And we can’t figure 
them nearly as exactly as in the case of a pair of 
dice, which are not propagated by breeding and 
are not greatly affected by environment. 

Let us assume that the goal of a Thoroughbred 
breeder, as he plans each mating, is to produce a 
horse which will yield a net profit. Let us assume 
further that in order for this prospective foal to 
prove a profitable enterprise, earning enough to 
pay his own expenses and his proportionate share 
of the expenses for his sire and dam, plus a little 
something for the risk involved, he will need to be 
in the top 20 per cent of his contemporaries, 
graded by racing class. This is a guess, but a 
fairly good one. 

Now, in the actual work of selecting good 
breeding stock and culling out poor breeding 
stock, how do we proceed? We proceed according 
to the following standards, ranked in the order of 
their importance: 


1. Performance of progeny. This is by far the 
best guide to the performances of future 
progeny, its reliability depending upon the 
amount of such evidence available. For in- 
stance, it may be assumed that their first 
crops of foals have established the high breed- 
ing qualities of Grand Slam and Menow. But 
in the case of broodmares we cannot afford to 
wait until we have a dozen foals before mak- 
ing judgment. 

2. Racing class. The higher the racing class of 
the parents the higher the expectation for the 
foal. This is just as important in one sex as 
in another, but in practice it should be given 
more attention in the mare than in the stal- 
lion, because in the case of the stallion a rela- 
tively greater dependence can be placed upon 
the progeny test, since the stallion has more 
progeny. 

3. Relationship to proved performers. Consider 
here the racing class of (a) the offspring of 
the parents, (b) the parents, (c) the off- 
spring of the grandparents, (d) the grand- 
parents. (The arrangement is in the order of 
importance.) But in applying this test special 
emphasis should be placed upon the dam and 
grandam, for the same reason as given under 
Paragraph 2 just above, namely, that stallions 
have a more numerous progeny than mares, 
hence mares should be selected more carefully 
according to the standard of their own per- 
formance. 


The above specifications are not especially 
mine. They are the standards of the majority of 
Thoroughbred breeders, and I should not expect 
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more than one breeder out of five to take issue 
with the order in which I have arranged them. 

The only departure I make from the path 
beaten by large numbers of Thoroughbred breed- 
ers is that I have declined to follow the path 
further. By the time I have accounted for the 
last item in the above arrangement of the various 
standards of judgment, I have reached a point 
where the evidence has ceased to be important in 
helping the breeder to estimate probabilities on 
unborn foals. The study of pedigrees beyond that 
point would yield returns so small as to be negli- 
gible. 

I shall maintain, until dislodged from it, the 
position that beyond these tests the appearance 
of high-class breeding stock is so unpredictable 
that it may be considered random, or virtually so. 
That is, if an individual qualifies as a good breed- 
ing prospect when judged by the standards given, 
then an array of fashionable remote ancestors is 
not needed to strengthen the qualification. If the 
individual does not qualify by the standards given, 
then the excellence of the remote pedigree cannot 
be great enough to overcome the handicap of the 
intervening sub-standard generations. 

In practice there are many breeders who at- 
tribute a large share of any horse’s breeding suc- 
cess to its remote ancestors, thus minimizing the 
importance of the nearer evidence. This is a 
habit which makes for considerable imaginary 
happiness, since it allows them to hope that other 
horses which do not pass the test through their 
own merit or that of their closest relatives will be 
good because of their remote ancestors. This is 
an expensive hope, because there are no demon- 
strated patterns of probability based on remote 
pedigrees, but only the unbroken routine of ran- 
dom chance. 

The order in which I have arranged the stand- 
ards of judgment for breeding stock is one which 
must be altered according to cases. For young 
stock without offspring, racing class is necessarily 
the most important thing to consider. As the evi- 
dence of the progeny test accumulates it gradually 
equals, then entirely supersedes the racing test. 

In selecting breeding stock it must always be 
remembered that, even after you have figured the 
probabilities as carefully as possible, you will fail 
more often that you will succeed, just as you will 
throw something else more often that you will 
throw seven with the dice. When you estimate 
probability you will almost certainly rank more 
animals too high than too low. 

Hence it is advisable to set your standards as 
high as possible. Use only stallions whose rac- 
ing class (or breeding class, if numerous progeny 
have raced) is definitely superior to the class 
you would be satisfied to produce. Use only mares 
whose promise as producers indicates they will 
turn out foals which come up to your personal 
standards. Then, as foals begin to race, watch 
their development carefully and, as quickly as 
the evidence appears solid, cull out the mares 
which have failed to breed to expectation. 

If you want to breed a horse which will be one 
of the top 20 per cent of his year, the best way to 
do it is to mate two parents both of which figure 
well within the top 20 per cent of breeding stock. 
The best chances among stallions are with young 
horses of exceptional class and older horses 
whose records indicate a high expectation. As an 
approximate minimum requirement for young 
mares which have raced enough to reveal their 
form, it appears to me that a breeder, especially 
one whose produce must meet the competition of 
the East and Midwest, should insist upon a mare 
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which was at least capable of winning a $1,200 
claiming race. Mares which won at $1,500 and 
more are much better prospects. A $2,500 plater 
is a genuinely good prospect. 

Whenever possible the breeder would do well to 
select his young broodmares from among fillies 
which have raced. The racing class revealed is a 
valuable factor in estimating probable breeding 
value. Estimates thus made are, of course, fre- 
quently in error; but where they have failed I 
have never been able to discover any other evi- 
dence which would have allowed a more accurate 
estimate. And no one need trouble himself that 
racing is bad for broodmares. (W. C. Whitney, 
when he laid the foundations of the good Whit- 
ned stud, made racing records the principal re- 
quirement in his selection of broodmares.) 

But there will be many cases where racing rec- 
ords are not a part of the credentials of a young 
broodmare, and in such cases one can only make 
his estimate from near relatives and from con- 
formation. An estimate made from such evidence 
must be considered less reliable than one based 
upon racing class. 

I am sorry that it is not possible to state more 
exactly the relative importance of the various 
standards of judgment. But the fact is that no 
one has estimated with any show of accuracy the 
degree of dependability for any one test. I think 
that the various studies I have made are enough 
to indicate that the most dependable test for un- 
tried stock is racing class. It is my impression, 
not mathematically verified, that no other test, 
except that of actual trial and error, would prove 
one-third as accurate in making estimates in ad- 
vance. (In making these statements I am ig- 
noring Dr. H. H. Laughlin’s studies of breeding 
predictability, which were too complicated for the 
use of the average horseman, and which yielded 
estimates no more accurate than judgment from 
racing class alone.) 

In choosing young stock for trial one important 
distinction must be made between the sexes. 
Stallions on the average will tend to breed horses 
below their own racing class. It may be consid- 
ered a stroke of unpredictable luck when one is 
found which will occasionally or frequently out- 
breed himself. Hence one should choose young 
stallions definitely better in racing class than the 
breeder hopes to breed from them. 

The same is true of top-class mares, of course. 
The average foal of a top stakes winner may be 
expected to be inferior to her in class, though the 
expectation is still definitely superior to that of 
other mares of lower racing class. But the breed- 
er must expect to find many broodmares whose 
progeny will be of higher racing class than they 
themselves were. There is, in other words, less of 
a tendency for the produce of mares to range 
downward in class than is the case with the get of 
stallions. This is largely due, I suppose, to the 
fact that American racing discriminates sharply 
against fillies and thus obscures the revelation of 
their racing class. But whatever the reason, it 
appears that fillies whose class ranges upward 
from a $2,000 claiming price are nearly all better 
than average breeding prospects until the test of 
their progeny proves otherwise. 

There will be many mares which breeders will 
wish to try out despite the fact that their cre- 
dentials are only moderate, and among these will 
be found some excellent producers. This is sound 
practice, but it needs to be accompanied by a 
ruthless practice of culling out those whose early 
foals fail to show a satisfactory standard of merit, 
the judgment to be made upon the most intimate 
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knowledge possible. The percentage of good-class 
foals from older mares which do not already rank 
fairly high as to their produce, their performance, 
or their immediate pedigree is too low to justify 
the hazard involved in maintaining them. 

Culling should be done vigorously and regularly, 
at the rate of at least 15 per cent a year. And 
whenever a mare has been discarded because she 
was sub-standard, she should not be replaced 
until one is available whose qualifications allow 
one to estimate tentatively that she will be one 
of the best in the stud under consideration, 


Matings 


HE principal problem of the breeder is to dis- 

cover good breeding material. A secondary 
problem is that of making matings. On this sub- 
ject I have the honor to disagree with a great 
many breeders, those who attach importance to a 
pattern of bloodlines. 

If *Blenheim II gets a top horse out of a Sweep 
mare, some breeders will assume that this is 
prima facie evidence that *Blenheim II is more 
likely to get another top horse out of another 
Sweep mare than from a mare by some other sire, 
This assumption is illusory and expensive; illusory 
because no comprehensive studies substantiate it, 
expensive because it frequently causes breeders 
to waste the services of superior stallions on in- 
ferior mares simply because they are able to re- 
peat a bloodline ‘‘nick.” 

According to Estes, the best way to make mat- 
ings is to mate the best horses with the best 
mares to the greatest degree possible with the 
evidence at hand. This is a fairly simple pro- 
cedure. The best stallions and mares, if young, 
may be assumed to be the best race horses; if 
old, the ones which have produced the best race 
horses. Stallions known to be qualified should be 
mated with mares known to be qualified, to what- 
ever degree is possible. This is the way to pro- 
duce the highest percentage of high-class horses. 

If a mare, which has been, so to speak, on pro- 
bation, produces a high-class foal by a stallion 
assumed to be moderate, it is not necessarily wise 
to attempt a repetition of the mating or of the 
bloodlines involved; the best thing to do is to 
breed the mare to a better stallion, if one is avail- 
able. If a stallion gets good horses from moderate 
mares (Wise Counsellor and Grand Slam are fair 
examples), they should be promoted to better 
mares. (Wise Counsellor never was, Grand Slam 
presumably will be.) 

Obviously, when making matings the breeder 
must consider the comparative conformation of 
the individuals involved, so as to avoid the re- 
inforcemeint of faults or apparent deficiencies. 


Conformation 


S to the uses of the study of conformation in 
selecting breeding material, I take it that 
the average breeder is better informed than I am, 
because of his more intimate acquaintance. That 
conformation has some importance goes without 
saying. But it must also go without saying just 
how important it is. My suggestion would be that 
it should never be considered as an evidence in 
itself of prospective breeding class, but should be 
used as a final check, as a sort of basis for a 
final veto. 
The study of conformation represents a very 
hazardous guess at qualifications which are in

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NEW YORK 


Empire City 


AST year observers were noting with awed 

surprise the incidence of $1,000,000 days at 
the New York tracks. This season failure to 
reach that level is more surprising. On June 29, 
with a rainy afternoon cutting attendance, Em- 
pire City had a day whose betting ran only to 
$976,579, this being the only day in the last 26 
in New York in which betting did not go past a 
million. For its first week—as a visitor at Ja- 
maica—-Empire City had a total of $8,624,912, 
a daily average of $1,437,486. Though this is a 
few thousand dollars under Aqueduct’s average, 
it may be best compared with Empire City’s 1942 
summer average—$863,350. On July 3 the bet- 
ting totaled $2,232,285, this being the third high- 
est total of the year, and the third highest ever 
recorded in America as well. 

The featured event was the $25,000 Empire 
City Handicap, which missed the outstanding 3- 
year-olds, but had a field of seven. The winner 
was Mill River Stable’s Chop Chop, by Flares, 
and as he came into the circle of the higher 3- 
year-old winners another contender went out, 
Vincentive breaking down and easing up in the 
stretch. The supporting race was a $5,000 handi- 
cap at six furlongs, for 3-year-olds and up. Bel- 
air’s entry of Apache and Foxbrough was fav- 
ored at odds-on, but Myron Selznick’s Ariel Lad, 
by Ariel, took an extremely tight finish, with 
Apache and Happy Note locked in a dead heat 
for second place a neck behind him. George D. 
Widener’s Parasun, by Jamestown, won an allow- 
ance race for 2-year-old fillies, leading all the way 
to be the day’s principal surprise at 19 to 1. A 
Class C event at 11,, miles went to Twin Oaks 
Farm’s Sunstorm, by Sun Teddy, and in this an- 
other odds-on favorite, Star Beacon, was run back 
to second place. Not a favorite won, though five 
of them ran second. 

The July 5 crowd at Empire City set a new 
betting record for the track of $2,564,124, this 
being the second highest total ever recorded ( Bel- 
mont Park’s $2,699,153 on May 31 is the highest). 
It was the eleventh time betting over $2,000,000 
has been recorded in America, the ninth time in 
New York this year. 

In addition to the Demoiselle Stakes, in which 
Belair Stud’s good filly Thread o' Gold got her 
first stakes victory, the Questionnaire Handicap 
was run, with a purse of $7,500 added, going to 
Mrs. Edward Mulrenan’s First Fiddle, a 4-year-old 
grey colt by “Royal Minstrel. The Questionnaire 
is run under overnight conditions-The Jockey 
Club’s Rules of Racing are hazy about differen- 
tiating stakes from overnight events--and it is 
not listed with the Empire City stakes. It is be- 
ginning, however, to have a history, the current 
renewal being the sixth, and it has drawn good 
horses since its beginning in 1938. It seems about 
ready to move into the regular stakes roster. 


Chop Chop Sets a Record 


The Empire City Handicap ($25,000 added, 3- 
year-olds, 134g miles) at Empire City’s meeting 
at Jamaica July 3 was billed as a return engage- 
ment between W. L. Brann’'s Vincentive (120) and 
Greentree Stable’s *Famous Victory (120), which 
had finished one-two in the Dwyer Stakes June 
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19, but bettors at the track couldn't see it that 
way. Passing over both of these they made Lazy 
F. Ranch’s Royal Nap (109) favorite, and Mill 
River Stable’s Chop Chop (120) a strong second 
choice. As it turned out, they had these two re- 
versed. 

The outsider in the field, Fairy Manhurst (110), 
reared at the start and threw away his chance, 
if he had one. Chop Chop went winging to the 
front, and Johnny Longden did not take hold of 
him until he was about four lengths clear of the 
field. Modest Lad (110) ran second for six fur- 
longs, and Royal Nap third, but as the field turn- 
ed into the stretch the latter moved up to make 
his move. He gained ground, but Chop Chop 
responded well to urging, beat him a length and 
a quarter. Boone Hall Stable’s *Princequillo 
(114) was third a half-length farther back, with 
*Famous Victory finishing fast to be fourth. After 
the first four there was no race. Modest Lad 
was 15 lengths away in fifth place, and Fairy 
Manhurst was six more lengths back. Vincentive, 
which had started slowly, broke down in the 
stretch run. Time, :2335, :48, :1235, 1:38%, 
1:5715 (mew track record), track fast. Stakes 
division, $19,350, $5,000, $2,500, $1,250.

Chop Chop, a good 2-year-cld last season (he 
won the Endurance Handicap, was second in the 
Ardsley), had made only two starts previously 
this season, finishing second in both. He has 
started ten times, won fost races, finished second 
four times, third once, and has earned $31,600. He 
was foaled March 29, 1940, at A. B. Hancock’s 
Claiborne Farm, Paris, Ky., and was sold at Sara- 
toga the following year, going to Mill River 
Stable (Mrs. Barclay K. Douglas) for $4,100. He 
did not get to the races until last September 9, 
and in his first start lost Jockey Wendell Eads in 
a jam, finishing out of the money for the only 
time.

Demoiselle Stakes 


Last spring William Woodward had two Menow 
fillies picked out tentatively to go with his con- 
signment to the Saratoga sales, but when the 
first crop by Menow began running so well he 
took them out. This must appeal to him now as 
a rather good idea, for one of the two is ‘Thread 
o’ Gold (111), which has not yet been unplaced, 
and on July 3 took the ninth running of the De- 
moiselle Stakes ($5,000 added, 2-year-old fillies, 
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six furlongs) at the Empire City meeting at 
Jamaica. 

A muddy track caused the withdrawal of the 
unbeaten Mrs. Ames. Of the six which went to 
the post Lt. Col. C. V. Whitney’s Boojiana (111), 
by Boojum, was favored. J. E. Widener’s Step- 
wisely (115), by Wise Counsellor, made the pace 
at first, with Boojiana working up into second 
place after a quarter-mile. Thread o’ Gold, away 
from the early pace, waited for a half-mile to 
begin her run, then came between the leaders in 
a determined drive, beat the favorite a length. 
George D. Widener’s Vietta (106), a maiden by 
Jamestown which has now been placed in five 
stakes, was a head back of Boojiana in third 
place, with Stepwisely dropping back to fourth. 
Fire Sticky (115) and Ebony Wave (115) were 
the others. Time, :23%5, :47, 1:1346, track fast. 
Stakes division, $5,450, $1,000, $500, $250.

MASSACHUSETTS 
Suffolk Downs 


HE best racing of the New England season 

came at Suffolk Downs over the week end, 
the highlight being of course the $50,000 added 
Massachusetts Handicap on July 5. The July 3 
program was featured by the Myles Standish 
Stakes, in which George D. Widener’s Lucky 
Draw was unexpectedly beaten by Houghton P. 
Metcalf’'s Dog Day. Though the favorite got 
into trouble, Dog Day’s record will stand up well 
without any excuses, for the son of *Abbot’s 
Nymph has won four straight. 

A very good card supported the stakes. A 
Class C handicap (it was named for John Alden, 
who at least tried to support Myles Standish) at 
a mile drew a good field of nine, with the favored 
entry of Samhar and Rush Act finishing second 
and third, as Mt. Desert Stable’s Spiral Pass, by 
*Pharamond II, scored a front-running victory. 
The G. D. Widener stable, though beaten in the 
feature, managed to beat a favorite in a 2-year- 
eld allowance race, Jockey Conn McCreary drop- 
ping Who Goes There, by *Challenger II, onto 
the favored Sickle Sun to beat him a head on the 
post. A maiden race for 3-year-olds was won 
by Mrs. Ella K. Bryson’s Lightfoot Lee, by 
*Strolling Player, bred by the Robert E. Lee Me- 
morial Foundation, at Stratford, Va. 
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On July 5 a crowd of 33,591 bet $1,210,640, the 
second-highest total of the meeting, saw Market 
Wise get up in a spectacular finish to beat Salto 
in the Massachusetts Handicap. An allowance 
race at six furlongs for 3-year-olds was won by 
C. F. Martin’s Believe, by Apprehension, winner 
of the Constitution Handicap June 26. Another 
allowance sprint, for older horses, was won by J. 
H. Carr’s Fair Call, by Trace Call. A race for 
2-year-olds, at 514 furlongs, went to Mrs. Floyd 
West’s Comanche Peak, by S*ngreal—Fairy 
Glen, by Hallucination, bred by his owner. The 
track thus got through two racing days with its 
claiming and non-claiming races on a 50-50 
basis. 


An Unbeaten 2-Year-Old 


George D. Widener’s Lucky Draw (122) went 
into the Myles Standish Stakes ($7,500 added, 2- 
year-old colts and geldings, five furlongs) at Suf- 
folk Downs July 3 with a record of four wins in 
his last four starts. He came out second, appar- 
ently the victim of poor racing luck. But his de- 
feat made possible a new four-for-four streak 
for Houghton P. Metcalf’s Dog Day (117), a Vir- 
ginia-bred which has not yet been beaten. 

Dog Day began fast, and raced the early fur- 
longs behind King Ranch’s Depth Charge (110), 
by Bold Venture, while Lucky Draw, the 1-to-2 
favorite, was going along steadily in fourth place. 
Around the far turn Lucky Draw began moving 
up steadily, but as he neared the height of his 
run he was impeded by Director J. E. (114), which 
with Elray (114) made up the entry of Mrs. Ella 
K. Bryson. Jockey Conn McCreary was forced to 
take up, and when he got Lucky Draw clear he 
ran gamely but too late. Dog Day had taken the 
lead and had drawn clear, and Lucky Draw’s final 
run lacked a length and a half of catching him. 
Depth Charge was a well beaten third, with Di- 
rector J. E. in fourth place. In order followed 
Elray, Valdina Craft (114), and Rockwall (114). 
Time, :22%5, :45%5, :59, track fast. Stakes divi- 
sion, $5,825, $1,500, $750, $350.

Second Attempt 


A sloppy track had a good deal to do with re- 
ducing the field for the ninth Massachusetts 
Handicap, and two of the headliners, Shut Out 
and Attention, were among the withdrawals. 
Marise Farm's Market Wise (126), which had 
shared top weight with Shut Out, remained in, 
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was made favorite at 6 to 5, and the best chance 
of stopping him was accorded to Binglin Stock 
Farm’s *Don Bingo (114), which shared with 
Market Wise the distinction of having won a 
Suburban Handicap he wasn’t supposed to. Mar- 
ket Wise had won the 1942 renewal from Whirl- 
away, *Don Bingo’s 1943 victory was at the di- 
rect expense of Market Wise. But there was a 
12-pound shift in the weights against the Ar- 
gentine colt. 

The surprise of the race bobbed up at once in 
William Helis’ Salto (103), which tried to win 
the race as two other outsiders, Menow and Fight- 
ing Fox, had done before him. He dashed out 
of the gate and into the lead, shook off A. F. 
Plock’s Woodford Lad (3, 102) and kept going, 
building up a lead which at one time amounted 
to five lengths or more. *Don Bingo was third 
through the early stages, and as Woodford Lad 
tired he moved into second place, still four lengths 
behind the brother to Nedayr. Market Wise had 
begun slowly, and after a quarter-mile was just 
where he was in the 1941 renewal—-dead last. He 
picked up a couple of horses in the back stretch, 
began his run around the turn. Salto, still hold- 
ing a big lead, threw away some of it by running 
wide into the stretch, and *Don Bingo, which 
was making a determined run at him, came wider 
still. 

Through on the rail Jockey Vincento Nodarse 
hurled Market Wise, now running in his best 
form, and as *Don Bingo closed on Salto the fav- 
orite got to them both. At the furlong-pole Salto 
was still a length in front, but he could not 
match Market Wise in the last eighth, though 
holding on gamely enough. In the closing six- 
teenth Market Wise wore him down, drew clear 
slowly to win by a length. Salto was a length in 
front of *Don Bingo, and Woodford Lad finished 
fourth, a length and a half farther back. *Bank- 
rupt (3, 107) and Kansas (102), neither ever dan- 
gerous, completed the field. Time, :24, :47%5, 
1:12%, 1:38%;, 1:52, track sloppy. Stakes di- 
vision, $39,650, $10,000, $5,000, $2,500, $1,250. 
Trainer George Washington Carroll got a $2,000 
trainer’s award.

Market Wise, foaled April 19, 1938, at the late 
Admiral Cary T. Grayson’s Blue Ridge Stud, near 
Upperville, Va., was sent to the Saratoga yearling 
auctions of 1939, and was purchased by Brook- 
meade Stable for $2,300. As a 2-year-old he did 
very little, and in the fall of 1940 he was sold 
along with another horse to Louis Tufano, then 
a newcomer in racing. His price was $500. He 
wintered in Florida, showed enough improvement 
that he was put in the better 3-year-old races, 
and he justified his trainer’s opinion by winning 
the Wood Memorial Stakes. He was third in the 
Kentucky Derby, later won the Rockingham Park, 
Edgemere, Gallant Fox, Governor Bowie Handi- 
caps, Pimlico Special, and the Jockey Club Gold 
Cup, beating Whirlaway and Fenelon in the lat- 
ter. Last year he raced only eight times, but 
won the McLennan Memorial and Suburban Hand- 
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icaps. This year he has raced little, his best 
effort being a second in the Suburban, from which 
he was disqualified. In all he has started 50 times, 
won 18 races, finished second seven times, third 
eight times, earned $192,340. The Massachusetts 
Handicap moved him into the first 50 American 
money-winners, and he is in thirty-third place on 
the list, sixth among the horses now in training. 

Market Wise was the third foal of the excel- 
lent producer On Hand, whose first four foals 
were winners, two of them stakes winners. She 
is dam of Too Timely, winner of the Coaching 
Club American Oaks this year, and particulars 
of the pedigree appeared in THE BLOOD-HORSE of 
June 5, page 711. 


Rumors at Suffolk Downs 


Reports that a sale of Suffolk Downs was im- 
pending, or was actually near completion, reached 
a new height last week end, with the appearance 
of William Helis at the track, and his association 
with Thomas and John Pappas, who last fall had 
an option on the track but did not complete ne- 
gotiations. In addition to published reports, it 
was announced during the broadcast of the Massa- 
chusetts Handicap that it was rumored that a 
sale had actually been made. 


MICHIGAN 


Detroit 


ATRONS at Detroit over the week end got a 

very widely variegated racing fare, with 
steeplechasing and turf racing added to the 
normal flat events. On July 3 the $5,000 Bloom- 
field Open Hunt Steeplechase Handicap was of- 
fered, and it proved a fairly easy success for M. 
A. Cushman’s Rouge Dragon, by Annapolis. Bred 
by Mrs. Marion du Pont Scott, Rouge Dragon 
won at the direct expense of Mrs. Scott’s Ba- 
varian. The $5,000 Ann Arbor Handicap, run on 
the same day, went to D. V. McClure’s Gold Prin- 
cess, by Prince Pan, bred and trained by his 
owner. A $2,000 handicap at 114, miles brought 
another victory for Walter S. Payne’s Some Man, 
by Ladysman. The turf race was for platers, but 
Mrs. J. F. Hines’ Even Tan, by Equipoise, set a 
new track record of 1:53%; for 1% miles. 

The $10,000 Test Handicap at 1's miles fea- 
tured the July 5 program, and in this Dixiana’s 
Amber Light, recently back in action after a rest 
of nearly two months, was odds-on favorite. He 
ran in front all the way, barely justified the odds 
laid on him by beating Bold Captain a neck. It 
was Amber Light's fifth win from seven starts 
this year, raised his season's earnings to $27,410. 

A $2,500 handicap for 2-year-old fillies was won 
by Milky Way Farm’s Red Wonder, a roan 
daughter of *Foray II—No Risk, by Stimulus, 
bred by A. B. Hancock and sold for $3,500 at the 
Saratoga auctions last year.

Arlington Park 


WO of the major events of the Arlington Park 

meeting featured the week end, the Arling- 
ton Lassie Siakes and Stars and Stripes Handi- 
cap. The first of these brought out Bull Lea’s 
first stakes winner in Twilight Tear, which took 
the race comfortably for Calumet Farm, with her 
stablemate Miss Keeneland in hand behind her. 
The Stars and Stripes, raised this year for the 
first time to the dignity of a $50,000 handicap, 
was the richest event to the winner of any race 
so far this year except the 3-year-old specials, 
and it was the most remunerative event that Val- 
dina Farm’s *Rounders had won. 

The Glencoe Handicap, won by Occupation, and 
two divisions of a one-mile allowance race for 
Class D horses were on the July 3 program along 
with the Lassie Stakes. The first division was 
won by Mis. V. Sovinski’s Fag, a 3-year-old colt 
by Ariel—Dispel, by Display, and the second was 
taken by Allen Drumheller’s Washington-bred 
Georgia Drum, by Black Forest. 

The July 5 program, made up of nine races, 
included seven under non-claiming conditions, and 
offered something of an exercise in how to write 
away from claiming events. An allowance race 
at 14% miles drew $1,250 platers, but not under 
claiming conditions, and Mrs. G. H. Emick’s 
Overland Trail, by Omeha, was the winner. The 
fourth was a similar race for horses in the $2,500- 
$3,000 class, and went to Morris Vehon’s Heart 
Breaker, by *Cohort. A Class B event at six fur- 
longs was won by J. C. Ellis’ 5-year-old mare 
Flying Easy, by Matadi, and a Class C race at 
a mile went to Calumet Farm’s Son of Peace, by 
Stimulus. Two other races written for horses in 
the middle claiming class were won by W. C. 
Davis’ Knightfors, by Crusader, and Max Mar- 
morstein’s Chaldon Heath, by *Challenger IT. 


No Date Rotation 


A measure which would have rotated racing 
dates at Chicago, with a resultant scrambling of 
the principal events at the richer tracks, has 
been defeated in the House of Representatives, 
after passing the State Senate. Opponents of the 
measure felt that this was the end of the bill, but 
it was indicated that the measure would have 
been vetoed by Governor Green had it got through 
the Legislature. 


Mar-Kell Takes Another 


In the Roseben Handicap this year Calumet 
Farm’s Mar-Kell ran into a very fast lot of 
colts and finished sixth, but with this exception 
she had not been worse than second in 10 starts 
coming up to the Cinderella Handicap ($5,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, fillies and mares, seven 
furlongs) at Arlington Park June 30. She was 
consequently made a 4-to-5 favorite, and in the 
early stages must have given her backers a few 
bad moments. While Hal Price Headley’s Ask- 
menow (3, 110) was cutting out a fast pace with 
J. D. Weil’s Wiseasyou (3, 100) at her head, Mar- 
Kell (122) dropped back until with a half-mile 
to go she had but one horse beaten. Around the 
turn she moved up fast on the inside, made play 
for the leaders, and in the closing furlong went 
to the front. Leslie Combs II's Hometown (106),

Put In Is Put Up 


The second running of the Rolling Lawn Handi- 
cap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 11; miles) 
over the turf course at the Arlington Park meet- 
ing July 1 found R. S. Mciaughlin’s *Fairaris 
(120) favored, with Mrs. Clyde Troutt’s Take 
Wing (116), which set an American record over 
turf last year at 1', miles, as the second choice. 
The result was hardly pleasing to bettors, for 
*“Fairaris was knocked out of any chance he might 
have had, and Take Wing was disqualified for the 
foul, leaving a 22-to-1 chance in the winner's cir- 
cle. 

The trouble came in mid-stretch, where fouling 
is very visible. *Fairaris, which had made the 
early pace, had lost the lead to L. B. Mayer’s Blue 
Pennant (109) when Take Wing drove down on 
the outside. He came over sharply, almost knock- 
ing the favorite down and impeding Blue Pennant 
less severely. Then he outlasted a late challenge 
from G. J. Stempel’s Put In (108) to win by a 
head, but was officially placed last, and Jockey 
F. A. Smith was suspended for the remainder of 
the Arlington Park meeting (26 days). Put In 
was a length and a quarter ahead of Greentree 
Stable’s Corydon (114), with Blue Pennant third. 
H. H. Haag’s Devalue (108) and J. L. Sullivan's 
Air Master (111) finished in a dead heat for the 
official fourth place. In order followed Valdina 
Groom (104), “Reading IT (118), Martian (102), 
and *Fairaris.

In 1941 Calumet Farm made a one-two-three 
runaway of the Arlington Futurity with Sun 
Again, Some Chance, and Wishbone, and this year, 
on July 3, the stable scored one-two in the other 
principal 2-year-old event of the meeting, the 
Arlington Lassie Stakes ($10,000 added, 2-year- 
old fillies, six furlongs), first of the richer races 
in this classification. The entry of Twilight Tear

Iron Maiden (110), one of War Admiral’s first 
crop of foals, made the running from the start, 
with Twilight Tear going along just behind her.

The first stakes test of the season for John 
Marsch’'s Occupation (126) came July 3 in the 
Glencoe Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds, 
seven furlongs) at the Arlington Park meeting, 
and it found the *Bull Dog colt matched against 
W. E. Boeing’s Slide Rule (121) and six light- 
weights. Occupation had beaten Slide Rule a. 
head at seven furlongs, in an overnight race 
June 25, giving him five pounds, and he was made 
favorite at 6 to 5. Slide Rule was backed at 17 
to 10, and the others were considered only lightly. 

Occupation went about his task as he had in 
his two previous starts this year; he sailed to the 
front at as stiff a pace as he could manage. Eddie: 
Anderson’s Burnt Cork (112), a sprinter of some 
ability, went after him, but he could not match 
a first quarter-mile in :2245, or a second quarter 
run only a fifth of a second slower. He began to 
fail in the upper stretch, and a late challenge de- 
veloped from Busyridge (104), owned by Mrs. 
Katherine Thraves Maxwell and Trainer J. M. 
Goode. Occupation was ready for the threat, 
held Busyridge safe, and beat him three-fourths 
of a length. Burnt Cork took third place, a length 
and a quarter farther back, and Slide Rule, which 
had got into close quarters early, came strongly 
to be fourth, another neck away. In order fol- 
lowed Valdina Sol (108), All Hoss (110), Ogma

The victory moved Occupation past Discovery 
on the list of leading American money-winners, 
placed him in twenty-eighth place with $199,405. 
He has started 16 times, won 12 races, finished 
second three times, and in his remaining start 
was disqualified after finishing second (to Slide 
Rule) in the Cowdin Stakes. 

Last season he was the leading 2-year-old money 
winner by a considerable margin, winning the 
Arlington, Washington Park, Breeders’, and Bel- 
mont Futurities, defeating Count Fleet twice. He 
was beaten by the latter in the Pimlico Futurity, 
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popping an osselet in the race. He was not hur- 
ried for the spring specials for 3-year-olds, did 
not get back to the races until June 18, has won 
all of his three starts this year. He was foaled 
April 18, 1940, at Thomas Carr Piatt’s Crestwood 
Farm, Lexington, bred in partnership by Mr. 
Piatt and John Marsch, who purchased Mr. Piatt’s 
half-interest privately. A full brother, Occupy, 
also racing for Mr. Marsch, is considered one of 
the most promising 2-year-olds in the Chicago 
area at present, and a yearling full sister is con- 
signed to the August sales at Keeneland.

Even after mud had caused six withdrawals 
from the Stars and Stripes Handicap ($50,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, 14% miles) July 5, there 
was a field of ten, including the best of the orig- 
inal entries. Greentree Stable’s Devil Diver (124) 
was top weight and favorite, and play was fairly 
well scattered among the others, except for Anti- 
climax (11014) and Put In (105), which were 
passed over at 35 to 1. 

Perhaps some of Arlington Park’s patrons re- 
membered seeing *Rounders (116), under the 
maroon and white silks of Valdina Farms, turn 
back Whirlaway in the Arlington Handicap last 
season. The Irish colt was in with the lightest 
weight he has had this season, and he ended as 
second choice, at 11 to 2. As it turned out, he 
put on most of the show. He behaved very badly 
at the gate, holding the start up for some eight 
minutes, some of which were spent picking Jockey 
Ferril Zufelt out of the mud, where *Rounders 
had deposited him. But when the start came 
*Rounders was ready for it and he broke third. 
Coward and Du Puy’s Marriage (116) sprinted 
into a clear lead in the opening furlong, and L. B. 
Mayer’s Thumbs Up (113) and *Rounders went 
along together behind him. After a half-mile 
*Rounders took over second place, raced down 
the back stretch under a good hold about a length 
from the leader. About a quarter-mile from the 
finish Zufelt put him to a drive, and *Rounders 
moved up steadily, had a short lead at the fur- 
long-pole, extended it gradually to the finish and 
won by a length. In the last few strides Mar- 
riage gave ground and was beaten a head by 
Thumbs Up for second place, and it was four

*Rounders was an unbeaten 2-year-old in Ire- 
land, winning five races, and he won his first 
start in the United States on June 12 last year. 
In addition to the Arlington Handicap he won the 
King Philip Handicap last season, was second in 
the Massachusetts Handicap and third in the 
Yankee Handicap. In all he has started 20 times, 
won 12 races, finished second twice, third twice, 
and has earned $95,920 in this country, £625 in 
Ireland.

STUD NEWS 
On With the New 


EFORE the great crowd which attended Ar- 
lington Park’s meeting at Washington Park 
on Monday, July 5, Calumet Farm’s Whirlaway, 
world’s leading money winner, made his farewell 
appearance between the third and fourth races. 
Pinky Brown, his exercise boy and faithful slave, 
rode him proudly. Proudly his owner and breed- 
er, Warren Wright, received from B. F. Lind- 
heimer, executive director of Arlington Park a 
portrait of the long-tailed wonder in racing stride. 
Proudly the Lexington Board of Commerce was 
making preparations to celebrate the return of 
Whirlaway to Calumet Farm, where he will enter 
the stud next spring. 

Proudly Leslie Combs II announced that the 
first mare booked to Whirlaway was Brownell 
Combs’ Miss Dogwood, high-class stakes-winning 
daughter of *Bull Dog and the fine mare Myrtle- 
wood. 


Death of Zev 


In the same week that the retirement of the 
current leading money-winner, Whirlaway, was 
announced, a horse which held that distinction 19 
years earlier came to the close of his life. This 
was Zev, 23-year-old son of The Finn—-Miss Kear- 
ney, by *Planudes, which ended his days at Brig. 
Gen. Patrick J. Hurley’s Belmont Farm, near 
Leesburg, Va. 

Zev was bred by John E. Madden and raced 
by Harry Ford Sinclair’s Rancocas Stable. Asa 
2-year-old he was good without being brilliant, 
winning the Grand Union Hotel Stakes from Dun- 
lin, Bud Lerner, and others, the Albany Handicap 
from Virgil, and he was second in the Futurity, 
third in the Hopeful. 

He won the Paumonok Handicap in his first 
start at three, but was twelfth of 13 in the Preak- 
ness Stakes, then run ahead of the Kentucky 
Derby. Trainer Sam Hildreth frankly gave up on 
him, and it was the urging of Jockey Earl Sande, 
after Zev had won the Rainbow Handicap, which 
brought Zev to the Kentucky Derby, in which he 
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led for the entire distance. Zev ran his victories 
to nine straight, including the Withers, Belmont, 
and Lawrence Realization Stakes, and the famous 
special race against Papyrus, before In Memoriam 
tripped him in the Latonia Championship Stakes. 
On November 17 Churchill Downs brought the 
two together again, in a race which ended in a 
disputed finish, but with Zev’s number up. 

As a 4-year-old Zev was considerably less suc- 
cessful, though he won the Kings County Handi- 
cap under 130 pounds from Mad Play (3, 107) and 
others, and the Pimlico Fall Serial w. f. a. Race 
No. 1. His last start was on November 8, 1924, 
in the second of the Pimlico Serial Races, in which 
he finished third, and he retired with a record of 
43 starts, 23 wins, eight seconds, five thirds. He 
earned a total of $303,039, was leading American 
money-winner until Gallant Fox displaced him in 
1930. His earnings are usually set at $313,639, 
but this is in error. 

Zev was retired to the stud in 1925 at Rancocas 
Stud, Johnstown, N. J., and he failed utterly to 
live up to the hopes that were held for him. For 
the 1933 season he was moved to Kentucky, to 
the Bourbon County Farm of H. H. Temple, and 
by that time he was held in such estimation that 
his fee was but $50. He made the 1935 season at 
W. H. Whitehouse’s farm near Richmond, Ky., 
and was then sent back to Rancocas. In the sum- 
mer of 1941 Mr. Sinclair gave Zev to General 
Hurley, a former secretary of war, and the horse 
was moved to Virginia to be turned out as a pen- 
sioner. 

The best horses he sired were Zida and Zevson, 
his only stakes winners, and he had frequent win- 
ners in Zeal, Zebra, Zambar, Zevar, Zegora, Ze- 
kiel, Zutchen, Zone, Zulu Lad, Zevanaid, Miss 
Ginbar, and Zinnia. But he sired nothing which 
suggested Zev. 

Zev was best known for one of his easiest vic- 
tories. On October 20 at Belmont Park he met 
the English Derby winner Papyrus in a special 
1!.-mile race worth $80,000 to the winner. Steve 
Donoghue rode Papyrus, Sande handled Zev. Over 
a sloppy track Zev ran off from the English 
horse (shod without mud calks), beat him five 
lengths. 


MARYLAND 


Something Settled 


HE Maryland State Racing Commission on 

June 29 granted 12 racing days to the Mary- 
land Jockey Club (Pimlico), out of the 30 days 
which will make up Maryland’s maximum fall 
racing season, and the track will open November 
1, run through November 13. 

What is to happen to the other 18 days is not 
entirely settled, but it is generally reported that 
Havre de Grace, Laurel Park, and Bowie will pool 
forces to use them—that is, they will not run a 
six-day meeting each, but will operate a joint 18- 
day affair. Pimlico, apparently, made but one 
stipulation regarding the use of its plant—mini- 
mum purse distribution must average $20,000 
daily. Pimlico itself will have an average distri- 
bution of $25,000.

NEWS NOT

HIRTY days in advance of the yearling sales 

at Keeneland Race Course it appears prob- 
able that not more than 335 yearlings will be 
offered during the three-day auction on August 
9,10, and 11. Interest already shown in the 1943 
crop indicates a good market. 


Crispin Oglebay’s Boy Knight, which was the 
top price yearling of the 1942 sales at Saratoga, 
won his first start recently at the Empire City 
meeting. The son of *Sir Gallahad III—Heloise 
(thus a full brother to Tintagel) ran five and one- 
half furlongs in 1:06%5 at the New York track to 
beat Mill River Stable’s Captain Aide by a neck, 
with Belair Stud’s Stronghold third. The race 
was for maidens. Incidentally, Mr. Oglebay is 
planning to send his mare Level Best, bred to *Sir 
Gallahad III this year, to *Bull Dog in 1944. 

The chestnut colt by Firethorn—North Beauty, 
by *North Star III, which Harrie B. Scott sold at 
Saratoga last year for the benefit of Navy relief, 
scored his first win June 26 at Suffolk Downs. At 
least he ran a dead-heat for first in a race for 2- 
year-old maidens. Prior to that race, the colt, 
named North Fire, had placed three times. 


Notes on the 1943 crop: J. B. (Bob) Hurst has 
the only son of War Admiral consigned to the sale. 
He (the colt) is a grand-looking individual and 
to me looks a lot like his paternal grandpappy in 
the face. R. A. Fairbairn, Fairholme Stud, has 
one of the best consignments he ever has offered. 

Mereworth Farm has a half-sister to the Lassie 
Stakes winner in its consignment; Spendthrift 
Farm’s list includes a half-brother to Miss Keene- 
land, winner of her first two starts and second to 
her stablemate in the Lassie. 

W. Lee Nutter’s consignment is composed of 
three sons of Menow, including a half-brother to 
Can't Wait. THE BLOOD-HORSE yearling inspectors, 
J. A. E. and J. H. P., say there are fewer curbs, 
bogs, etc., to be found in the current crop than 
any they ever looked over. One consignor wanted 
to be tipped off on a good colt with a bog spavin, 
if they saw one. “I love bogs,” he said. “You 
get em cheap—and the bogs never hurt ’em.” 

Sixteen stallions are represented in the Clai- 
borne-Ellerslie consignment which will be sold 
Tuesday night, August 11. *Blenheim II and *Sir 
Gallahad III have the largest representations with 
seven each, including four crack daughters of the 
former which has sired such fillies as Mar-Kell, 
Miss Keeneland, etc. 

The consignment of Thomas Carr Piatt and 
John Marsch includes a sister to Occupation. 


Dr. Eslie Asbury, owner of Forest Retreat 
Farm, sent Editor Estes back to THE BLOOD-HORSE 
office this week talking to himself and the rest 
of us about the two crack colts the Cincinnati 
doctor will have in his consignment. One is by 
*Mahmoud, the other by Hard Tack. The latter 
is out of Brown Biscuit, a daughter of Sir Andrew. 
In 1940 Brown Biscuit foaled a brown son of 
*Sickle which broke its leg as a yearling. Dr. 
Asbury, whose specialty is bones, patched up the 
colt, named him Fellowship, and kept him at the 
farm. This spring two mares were bred to Fel- 
lowship, including George C. Terry’s Loose Foot, 
dam of With Regards. The other mare bred to 
Fellowship is Grand Flight, by Mad Hatter.

Forest Retreat Farm 


HE Thoroughbred breeding of Dr. Eslie As- 

bury at his Forest Retreat Farm in Nicholas 
County, Kentucky, is but one phase of a consum- 
ing interest in farming and livestock. Since he 
purchased the historic estate near Carlisle several 
years ago he has developed it by the most en- 
lightened methods of modern agriculture, and the 
results, as evidenced by the horses he breeds, 
have been remarkable. Since Dr. Asbury began 
selling yearlings at Saratoga in 1940 the writer 
has seen each successive crop from Forest Re- 
treat, has noted the steady improvement in size, 
weight, bone, and finish. 

With this year’s offerings, by far the best the 
farm has produced, Forest Retreat should take 
a place among the highest averages of the Lex- 
ington sales. 

The grey colt by *Mahmecud, first foal of the 
good-class, little-raced mare Gala Belle, by *Sir 
Gallahad III, is an extra good type of individ- 
ual to represent the first American crop of his 
sire in the sales. Symmetrical, middle-sized, 
smooth, and handsome, like the Mahmouds in 
general, is is also good-bodied, solid, exceptionally 
well muscled on both ends, with excellent bone. 
Through the shoulders, withers, and quarters he 
is especially good. A first-class prospect. 

The chestnut colt by Hard Tack out of Brown 
Biscuit borcers on the old Fair Play type at its 
magnificemt best. Tall, with great scope, with 
beautiful head, neck, and shoulde:'s, wide and flat 
in the cannons, high-spirited, poised, self-confi- 
dent, quick and lithe in action, he looks like a re- 
incarnation of his male line. (I got a little crazy 
about him, I guess.) The breeding obviously was 
patterned after that of Seabiscuit-—-his dam, a 
young mare which reti:cd sound after winning at 
Saratoga, is by Sir Andrew out of Swing On, 
Seabiscuit’s dam-—but the type is Fair Play’s 
own. 

The Jchnstown filly out of the good producer 
Bird of Blue is fairly tall, medium-built, racy, 
well muscled, extra good about the legs. The 
chestnut filly by Balladier out of Saint Justine is 
deep through the shoulder and body, high-with- 
ered, full-quartered, flat-cannoned; she looks like 
earning her way in better than average company. 
The brown filly (she looks black) by *Rhodes 
Scholar out of Benevolence, another good pro- 
ducer, is a grand type, and is another one of 
numerous evidences of success for her sire. She 
has considerable height and range, but is very 
smoothly turned, and has height and range, but 
is very smoothly turned, and has the most satiny 
coat I have seen on a yearling this year. Her 
feet and legs are excellent.

Mereworth Stud 


HE consignment which comes to the August 
sales from Mereworth is one of the two which 
are large enough to need an entire sales session. 


Dr. Robert H. Bardwell is preparing 55 yearlings, 
and they will make up the entire sale on Wed- 
nesday afternoon, August 11. A wide variety 
of stallions is represented, but of course the home 
stallions, particularly Ariel, *Bel Aethel, and 
*Hairan, predominate. Thirty-two of the con- 
signment are colts, 23 are fillies. 


Ariel, which over the years has been one of the 
most unfailing sires of speedy and precocious 
horses in America, has six colts. One of the best 
of them is a tall, well built, muscular bay out of 
Three Cheers, by Crusader, a colt built on the 
typical pattern, long, elastic, with powerful driv- 
ing hindquarters. He is well developed all around, 
stands on good feet and legs. Another good one— 
and one of three out of mares which come from 
the Fair Play line, if you like nicks—is out of Mad 
Step, by Mad Hatter; he is a good-sized, sturdy, 
strong-bodied colt, with big, well formed feet, 
durable joints, and the rounded muscles of a 
good sprinter. The third bred on this pattern is 
a bay from the Man o’ War mare War Swept, also 
solid, lengthy, high in withers and croup, truly 
turned, and fast-looking. The bay colt out of 
Wiggle has short cannons, wide, heavily muscled 
hindquarters, a very high croup, and a promise of 
excellent early speed. The one out of Gifted Lady, 
also a bay, is a wiry, strong sort, good in withers 
and shoulder, very high behind. The chestnut 
from Multiflora (dam of Helianthus and *Del- 
phinium) might be the earliest winner of the six. 
He is quick, hard-looking, very strong, rangy, 
and well made. 

Mereworth was extremely unfortunate to lose 
*Bel Aethe! last spring, because his get were tak- 
ing to American racing most successfully, and as 
these lines are written there are already nine 2- 
year-old winners from his first crop. His year- 
lings are marked with very much the same stamp, 
and they look a good deal like the Ariels, about 
an inch shorter on the average, and maybe not 
quite as long. Of the six colts destined for the 
sale, the bay out of Polygeny is the blockiest. He 
is a short-backed, strong, fast colt, with straight 
hind legs, heavy development behind, and I rated 
him as probably the best. The bay from Pious is 
also fairly short-coupled, very high and strong 
behind, deep-bodied, walking on sound, springy 
legs. Sourdine has a very solidly made bay, 
heavy-boned, rugged, strong, muscled heavily all 
around. He may develop slower than the others. 
Apertif’s chestnut foal is a substantial, good- 
bodied, heavy-muscled one, square as viewed from 
behind, with clean straight legs. The bay from 
Indignant, plain about the head, is well finished 
elsewhere, a durable, hard-muscled, rugged indi- 
vidual. Stylistic has a thick-bodied, tough-looking 
bay, high and flat on the croup, with withers well 
up, good bone. 


Most heavily represented stallion is *Hairan, 
imported at the same time as *Bel Aethel. His 
first American crop, now 2-year-olds, includes five 
winners. Of the eight in the present consign- 
ment, I liked a quick, light, good-framed chestnut 
out of Specs, with a well-sprung barrel and good 
hind legs. Flashing has a strong, rangy bay, 
which stands true on good legs. Miss Furbelow 
has a medium-sized, solid, muscular bay with 
good bone. Discern’s bay colt is good-bodied, 1p 
well in the withers, very strong, with good drive 
behind. The Dispel colt, also a bay, has a short 
back, withers set far back, is very strong and 
good through the forehand. The Beginning colt 
is not so big, but close-coupled, with good joints, 
plenty of bone and muscle. Glamorous colt, a 
chestnut, is also of only fair size, but is muscled 
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well, stands straight, walks well. The bay out 
of Boocap is of medium size, with withers set well 
back, and is fairly long-legged. 

There are three by *Swift and Sure. The one 
from Lady Stimsun is heavy-bodied, very strong 
and solid. Roseomar’s colt is of good size, big- 
boned, sturdy, with very high croup and straight 
hind legs. Sore Toes (there’s a name to run the 
odds up a point) has a solid, substantial, muscular 
bay. 

Infinite, which died last fall and will thus have 
only one more crop of foals, has three in the lot. 
The chestnut out of Glitter is a hard, plain, strong, 
lengthy one, with good masculature, a straight 
hind leg, high withers. Four Pence has a big, 
tall, well finished bay, very high behind, with good 
joints and bone. Dogmatic has a racy, strong, 
attractive chestnut, very good through chest and 
shoulder, lengthy from hip to hock, and altogether 
one of the better made individuals of the group. 

The remaining six colts are by six stallions. 
The Display—-Stage Wait bay is perhaps the big- 
gest of the lot, a strong, muscular, straight-legged 
one, which will come to hand at his own time. 
The Hard Tack—Unique colt is good-sized, sub- 
stantial, very well made in front, close-coupled. 
*Alpenstock II has a tall strong bay by Bosworth, 
built along staying lines; he was imported in 
utero. Teddy Weed has a plain strong bay out of 
Amaranth, lengthy, deep-chested. The last two 
are out of position in these notes—they are 
amcng the best. Questicnnaire has a smooth, fin- 
ished, solid bay from Panay, deep-bodied, good- 
legged, and racy. The Reaping Reward—Fast 
Stride colt is tall, close-coupled, strong-boned, and 
rugged, stands and walks straight. 


FILLIES 


*Hairan has seven of the fillies. A bay out of 
Barefoot, reported to be very fast in the pad- 
dock, is good-sized, solid, very good in shoulder 
and forearm. Tarnish has a solid-bodied feminine 
bay, racy looking and long. The chestnut from 
Lady Capulet is fairly light, tall, strong, with 
good joints; she is oddly marked, with a round 
white spot as big as your hand on her near flank. 
The Rosern filly is a very fast one, say the men. 
She is not big, but hard, well sprung in the ribs, 
straight, muscled well for her size. Armature’s 
chestnut is a racy, lengthy one, with good fore- 
hand, high withers far back. The bay from Pock- 
mantie is good-bodied, smooth, with short can- 
nons. Polly Flag has a wide-chested, muscular, 
strong-bodied chestnut, on good legs and feet. 

Of the five Ariel fillies my vote went to a bay 
out of Glacial, a quick, fast, well-matured one, 
with high withers, well-sprung ribs, good joints. 
Discerning has a racy, well-made bay, high be- 
hind, clean-legged, and strong. The Flying Bri- 
gade filly, a chestnut, is wiry, alert, very strong 
behind, and deep in the girth. Martha Washing- 
ton has a good-sized, nicely finished one, with a 
good barrel, the strong bulging muscles of her 
sire. Marlene has a medium-sized bay, lengthy, 
strong behind, with good legs. 

Infinite has four fillies. Antidote’s bay is 
strong and hard, extra good in front, with fair- 
ly short cxnnons, clean legs. Rosemary’s chest- 
nut is long and racy, muscled heavily. The 
Quadrangle filly is smallish, fairly well made, 
strong. Faculty has a solid-bodied bay, also long 
and sturdy. 

*Bel Aethel has two. The one from Playsickle 
is of medium size, with a roomy barrel, straight 
hind leg, and good muscle. Another bay out of 


Collusion is long, high behind, thick through the 
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gaskins, very good about the shoulder and neck. 
Colonia has a muscular daughter by *Sickle, 
fairly tall, strongly muscled behind. The Dis- 
play—Flighty Anna chestnut is of medium size, 
with withers well back, high croup, and good 
legs. Lady Lark’s chestnut by Sun Teddy is a 
strong, neat, substantial one, very high and heav- 
ily muscled in the hindquarters, and good- 
boned. The Jack High—Indigestion filly is a 
solidly muscled chestnut, with short cannons, 
wide through the quarters, hocks let down 
well. *Swift and Sure has a bay from Mad De- 
light, a sister to Sir Marlboro. She is a solidly 
made bay, with good bone, clean legs, deep chest. 
The writer, even to himself, doesn’t guess at 
prices. But he was able to congratulate Dr. Bard- 
well on having the best-looking consignment 

Mereworth has offered for several years.

IGHT years ago C. V. Whitney leased from 

Lucas B. Combs, of Lexington, the Ormondale 
mare Refiie, bred from her, in 1936, the Boojum 
colt Thingumabob, which won his first two starts, 
including the Arlington Futurity, and appeared 
a sensational performer when he was cut down 
in his third start, a. Saratoga, and had to be 
destroyed. A chestnut filly by *Blenheim II out 
of Thingumabob’s dam is the star of the consign- 
ment which Mr. Combs will send to the yearling 
sales at Keeneland next month.

Last year the corresponding 2-year-old sire list 
published in THE BLOOD-HORSE included racing of 
July 18-—-roughly two weeks more. At that time 
there were 244 sires of 550 winners of 831 races 
and eight dead heats (or 835 2-year-old races) 
and $853,659 in first monies. Through July 3 this 
year the figures show a drastic reduction: 156 
sires of 338 winners of 490 races and eight dead 
heats (494 races), and $486,833 in first monies. A 
part of the slack will be taken up by July 18, with 
the Arlington Futurity, East View Stakes, and 
other juvenile events included, but even so the 
1943 figures will not approach those of last year. 
This drop is of course the reflection of the can- 
cellation of racing in Florida and Delaware and 
the severe cut in Maryland spring racing, rather 
than of any drop in 2-year-old racing at the tracks 
which have operated. 

Foals of 1941 numbered 6,784. The sires rep- 
resented by 2-year-old winners in the first six 
months of the year accounted for 2,084 of these, 
or considerably less than one-third. The 338 win- 
ners represent 16 per cent of the production of 
their sires, only 5 per cent of the crop of 1941 
one winner from every 20 foals. 

The list which follows includes all 2-year-olds 
winners of 1943 arranged under the names of 
their sires. After each winner’s name is the 
name of its dam, in parenthesis. If the winner 
hes won more than one -ace, the number of wins

themselves already hazardous. For instance, if 
we pick a well made yearling at Saratoga, we are 
making an estimate of his racing class. The 
chances of being right are, say, 1 in 5. And even 
when we know his racing class, we can still only 
estimate his breeding class. Thus conformation 
is doubly hazardous as a basis of breeding pre- 
dictions. 

Except for vetoing obvious and indubitable 
faults, conformation provides only a _ negligible 
amount of assistance in estimating the breeding 
class of a young horse or mare. It is valuable 
chiefly in cases where other evidence is lacking, 
where there is no adequate racing or producing 
record to judge by-—nothing but the pedigree. 

If we have no breeding record, we judge pri- 
marily by racing class. If we have no basis for 
judging racing class we judge primarily by pedi- 
gree and conformation. The reasons here are ob- 
vious. The best indication of the breeding class 
of a sire or dam is, of course, the actual per- 
formance of the offspring. Lacking this informa- 
tion we can make an estimate through racing 
class. Lacking information of racing class, we 
must make our estimate through pedigree and 
conformation. 

But in appraising pedigree and conformation 
we cannot estimate breeding class directly; ac- 
tually we can only make an estimate of potential 
racing class, and from this estimate we can pass 
on to an estimate of potential breeding class. If 
we make an estimate in which the odds are 
against us, and from that estimate make another 
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estimate, then the odds become very long indeed; 
it is roughly like parlaying two horses at 5 to 1, 
in which the over-all odds would be 25 to 1, or 
10 to 1, with the over-all odds at 100 to 1, with 
the important reservation that the actual pay-off, 
if the parlay is successful, probably will be at 
much shorter odds. 

In the case of horses whose racing class is 
rather deiinitely indicated, conformation, except 
where it amounts to actual unsoundness, is not 
important. If the horse was high-class, then his 
conformation must be considered good, whether 
it fits our own ideas of good conformation or not; 
in such a case we must assume that it was our 
mistake, not the horse’s. If the horse was not 
good as a racer, we already have before us the 
most important evidence, and regardless of the 
excellence of his conformation it cannot be im- 
portant enough to give a strong indication of 
probable breeding success. Only in the doubtful 
cases do we need to consider conformation. 


Summary 


HOSE are my notions about the selection of 

breeding stock, as of the present. I will 
change them or make them more definite as fur- 
ther evidence indicates the necessity. They are 
presented here mainly as a sort of generalized 
answer to a good many questions.

The New Oaks 


ONDON, June 21 (By Air Mail) .—-There were 

good features about the Oaks and Derby run 
over the July course mile and a half at Newmar- 
ket on June 18-19. They were won, as classic 
races ought to be, by horses owned and bred by 
staunch and lavish patrons of the Turf, Mr. James 
V. Rank and Miss Dorothy Paget; both races, and 
the Derby in particular, were of thrilling interest 
from the starting post to the judge; and though 
neither was favorite, both winners were well back- 
ed by the public. But that which we look for 
most keenly in connection with our premier clas- 
sics was lacking—there was not the spark of 
greatness. No honest judge can rate Mr. Rank’s 
filly Why Hurry or Miss Paget’s colt Straight 
Deal as a 3-year-old of exceptional merit. They 
are just fair-to-moderate, and indeed the season 
to date has failed to reveal an animal of any age 
that we can really be proud of. 

The Oaks Stakes was run on the Friday. 
There were 13 starters, and the race was worth 
£1,956 to winner, £236 to second, and £118 to third. 
Pick of the field, in appearance, was Mrs. Mac- 
donald-Buchanan’s charming filly Tropical Sun, a 
daughter of Hyperion out of the Oaks winner 
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Brulette which, on the strength of a very easy 
win at Ascot a fortnight previously, started a 
better favorite than the One Thousand Guineas 
winner, Herringbone, and runner-up, Ribbon. Why 
Hurry was clearly fitter than she had been on 
Guineas day, when she had run creditably to fin- 
ish fifth. 

The Oaks proved an unsatisfactory race inas- 
much as Noontide, whipping round at the start, 
caused Ribbon to lose several lengths, and Lord 
Rosebery’s little filly was some 100 yards be- 
hind the leaders when they had covered a fur- 
long. Ribbon is the essence of pluck, and she 
made a truly gallant endeavor to overcome this 
handicap, but the task of overhauling Why Hurry 
proved beyond her, and James Rank’s filly, ridden 
with artistry and confidence by Charles Elliott, 
won comfortably by a neck. Tropical Sun was 
third, a length behind Ribbon, and the impression 
that I gained of Tropical Sun was that she will 
beat all of her age and sex when she is a little 
more braced up for the business. She shows 
much more scope than Ribbon and Why Hurry, 
and probably in the autumn she will have more 
strength to her generous, lissome frame. 

Why Hurry is the most notable winner yet 
sired by that grand stayer Precipitation, an Ascot 
Gold Cup winner by Hurry On out of that fine 
mare Double Life, the dam also of Casanova and 
Persian Gulf. Dam of Why Hurry is Cybiane, by 
Blandford out of Simone Vergnes, by Diadumenos 
out of Incense, by Roi Herode. 

As an individual Why Hurry is not outstanding- 
ly attractive. She is of medium size, a chestnut 
with a lot of white about her. It is of interest to 
note that the first three in the Oaks are engaged

The New Derby 


HE Derby Stakes was run on Saturday, June 
19, and the 23 final acceptors all went to the 
post. The prize was £4,388 to winner, £528 sec- 
ond, £264 third. Contrast with Blue Peter’s prize 
money of £10,625 in 1939. Pick of the field on a 
paddock inspection were, in my view, Nasrullah, 
Persian Gulf, and High Chancellor—-I confess that 
my preference is in general for the good-looking 
big ‘uns. Typically handsome sons of Fairway 
were the Guineas winner Kingsway and Guineas 
third Lord Astor’s Way In, the latter starting 
favorite at 6 to 1 against. Merchant Navy is still 
leggy, and will be a better race horse in the 
autumn. What there is of little Pink Flower is 
perfection, but he girths no more than a good 
polo pony. Umiddad I liked as a workman, Her- 
ald has his full share of good looks, and Straight 
Deal, though not distinguished in any way, would 
be hard to fault. He is on the small side, but 
was put down in the very pink of condition. Others 
in the field did not appeal, though taken alto- 
gether they looked better than they are. 

From a good start Persian Gulf made running, 
with his stable companion Herald in close attend- 
ance, and Lady Zia Wernher’s colt remained in 
the lead for nearly eleven of the twelve furlongs. 
With about a furlong to go, there was a general 
closing up, and as they came out of the dip and

met the rising ground, there were ten horses in 
line—and Straight Deal was not one of them, 
Umiddad and Nasrullah were going best, and when 
Nasrullah hit the front I thought the race was 
all over. However, the Aga Khan’s wayward 
colt swerved from a true line and bumped Mer- 
chant Navy, which passed on the bump to little 
Pink Flower, the last named being, in my view, 
beaten at the time. Nasrullah was quickly bal- 
anced again by Gordon Richards, and held on to 
his stable companion Umiddad, but until 40 yards 
from the post it seemed that Elliott would com- 
plete a notable double by landing Um:ddad the 
winner. Then T. Carey came with a must per- 
fectly timed run on the flying Straight Deal to 
pass Aga Khan’s colts and Persian Gulf and win 
by a clever head from Umiddad, with Nasrullah 
a neck away third, Persian Gulf a neck behind 
fourth, Kingsway next, and Merchant Navy, Pink 
Flower, Herald, Flight Commander, Way In, and 
High Chancellor in the order written, and Lord 
Derby’s Booby Trap the last of 23. It was a most 
spectacular finish to a grand race, and Carey is 
to be complimented upon his wonderful judgment 
of pace. Apparently Straight Deul is a colt that 
must be brought with one run to hit the front 
at the right moment. If he is brought out too 
soon, as he was in the Guineas, he will not race 
on in the lead.

So far as the 
sport under Jockey Club rules is concerned, she 
has never met with success comparable with her 
victories with Golden Miller and others over 
jumps, but she has never cut down her outlay 
and never complained of the slings and arrows of 
outraged fortune. This Derby triumph will com- 
pensate for all disappointments. 

Straight Deal is trained at Epsom by Walter 
Nightingall, a comparatively young man who 
comes of a family that has trained at the Surrey 
center for upwards of one hundred years. He is 
a nephew of Arther Nightingall, who rode three 
Grand National winners, and has had charge of 
most of Miss Paget's flat racers for the past five 
years. Walter Nightingall had never previously 
trained a classic winner—indeed, the Derby has 
only twice been won by horses trained at Epsom, 
the other being Tom Walls’ April the Fifth—and 
although he has had a good measure of success in 
races of lesser note, and always turns out his 
horses looking pictures of health and fitness, I 
confess to having had doubts as to his ability to 
train a Derby winner. We are rather apt to 
think that this secret resides in such past-masters 
as Fred Darling, Frank Butters, George Lambton, 
Jack Jarvis, and a few of similar renown, but 
Nightingall has shown us that he can match the 
skill of any when he has the right material. 

Straight Deal is a good hard bay, 15:21% hands 
high, measuring 71 inches round the girth, 41 
inches from hip to hock, and with 81% inches of 
bone below the knee. He is by Solario (Gains- 
borough) from Good Deal, by the Italian horse 
Apelle out of Weeds, a sprinter mare by the hand- 
icapper Arion out of Dandelion, by Rochester. 
This is not a distinguished female line and it will, 
I fear, prejudice Straight Deal's stud prospects. 

Umiddad also is of the Gainsborough male line, 
being by Dastur (Solario) and out of the Oaks 
winner Udaipur. Nasrullah is by Nearco out of 
Mumtaz Begum. 

It is of interest, and highly instructive, to re- 
call that the three leaders in the Derby were the 
three most highly rated colts in the 1942 Free 
Handicap of 2-year-olds. Nasrullah was weight- 
ed 132 pounds, Umiddad 131, Straight Deal 127. 


Persian Gulf's Promise 


HE great surprise, and the really heartening 

feature of the Derby, was the performance of 
Persian Gulf. This grand colt from Captain 
Boyd-Rochfort’s stable had not been on a race 
course in public until less than three weeks be- 
fore the classic. He was then given an outing in 
a ten-furlong race at Newmarket, and finished 
fifth in a field of 16, the winner being the moder- 
ate Booby Trap. On that occasion, Persian Gulf 
stared about him and generally behaved like a 
shy but interested baby, albeit he did enough in 
the race to indicate to close observers that he 
had great merits. 

We saw on Saturday that he had benefited from 
that one experience of public running, and his ef- 
fort to make every post a winning one was very 
nearly successful. It was a remarkable effort 
for such a backward novice, and I am predicting, 
with every confidence, that when the colt is thor- 
oughly braced up for the business, he will slam 
everything of his age. The patient manner in 
which his trainer has handled this most promising 
but backward colt will, all well, be rewarded by 
a St. Leger success.

Lavington’s Fair Fame, a daughter of Fairway 
out of Empire Glory, by Singapore. Second, beat- 
en three parts of a length, was Miss Paget’s filly 
by Colombo out of Charwoman, and third was H. 
Joel’s Picture Play, (by Donatello II). The good 
winners Queen Nitocris and Blue Cap were re- 
spectively fourth and fifth in a field of 12, and I 
think that both will improve on the form when 
it comes to racing over a longer distance. 

Lord Rosebery’s 4-year-old Hyperides won the 
Coronation Cup (11% m.) with some ease from 
Shahpoor (by Solario) and Ujiji (by Umidwar), 
with other old rivals in Canyonero, High Table, 
and Feberion behind. Hyperides, by Hyperion 
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out of the Phalaris mare Priscilla, was clearly 
inferior to Sun Chariot, Big Game, and Watling 
Street last year, but with the retirement of those 
celebrities he is left as the outstanding 4-year-old 
in training. I do not think that he truly stays 
the Gold Cup distance, but I am not sure that 
there is anything that will prove capable of get- 
ting him on the stretch all the way and robbing 
him of his speed. 

Other races at Newmarket were confined to 
the locally trained animals, but a couple of juve- 
nile events deserve a line. In a field of 30 for 
the Ixworth Stakes (5 f.) Captain Boyd-Roch- 
fort provided the winner in His Majesty’s colt 
Putting Green, a nice sort of Fairway youngster 
from the Friar Marcus mare Sanctorum. For the 
Wilburton Stakes (5 f.) there were 18 starters, 
and the winner was Sir Victor Sassoon’s colt 
Foire de Lyons, a son of Mieuxce from the Oaks 
winner Exhibitionist, by Solario. Second in this 
race was Lady Zia Wernher’s grey colt Band 
Leader, by *Royal Minstrel from Nymph Errant. 


News in Brief 


IR RICHARD BROOKE has sold the stallion 
King Salmon for export. Foaled in 1930, King 
Salmon is a bay by Salmon-Trout out of Malva, 
dam of *Blenheim II and His Grace. He has been 
moderately successful at stud, the best of his 
get being the recent One Thousand Guineas win- 
ner Herringbone. 

After the Queen Mary Stakes at Newmarket 
last week, Mrs. B. Lavington purchased private- 
ly Empire Glory, the dam of Fair Fame. Empire 
Glory has a foal by Tiberius, and is in foal to 
Lighthouse II.
